Senator Flanigan to this concern: 


May 27, 1903 


Danville Woolen -Mills, 


Danville, 111., 


Your letter was handed me by G. 


W. Ingalls of ths Chamber of Com- 
menrce, who asked me to answer it 
and give you what information I could 
regarding it. 


In the first place, as. he has stated-to 


you, 
we have a very prosperous grow- 


ing town and I believe the woolen mill 
.would be one of the best propositions 
for this country and would do -mor^ 
to keep us in line with progression 
than -anything that could happen to 
us at this time. 
We have an abun- 


uance of soft -water for scouring pur- 
poses, cheap fuel, labor 
reasonably 


cheap, splendid railroad facilities, also 
the best grade of wool :in the world, 
cheap and plenty of it. 


Now I believe the enterprising citi- 


zens'of Reno would be willing to give 
the Danville Woolen Mills people the 
site on which to build the mill; in 
addition to that I believe that I will 
have no trouble, providing it meets 
your approval, in selling stock enough 
in the mill to successfully launch it. 


I am engaged in the warehouse bus!-, 


ness and we will have for sale on 
the 17th day of June one and one-half 
million pounds of wool. I would think 
it advisable for you-of' your represen- 
tative to come here and look over 
the situation and if you think the 
proposition a good one-, could pur- 
chase some of our wool for this sea- 
sou's business. 
We are. also in the 


electrical business and, as an induce- 
ment, could furnish you very cheap 
power. 
I would further state that 


if you are pleased with the location 
and can be induced to move your mills 
here, and you see fit to buy one-half 
million pounds of wool; would .ma.ke 
terms very easy for you. For instance, 
yry.j could pay us 5 per cent per pound 
on the wool that you purchase; I 
would get the banks, or we ourselves, 
would carry you for the balance until 
the wool was used, at a reasonable 
rate of interest. 


Again I would advise you by all 


means, to come out about the time of 
the sale and you can then see 
for 


yourself the many advantages' there 
will be in locating your mill at this 


i point.

resolution the N-C-O has at great ex- 
pense extended its Fifth street spur 
to the gate, working night and day 
to accomplish the task, in order to 
meet the urgent wish of the 
Reno 


"Wheelmen to have said spur in opera- 
tion Sunday, the 28th. Now, after all 
this work has been done, and arrange- 
ments made by the Wheelmen, it is 
announced by a few that the conces- 
sion to extend the spur is a franchise, 
for which an election must be called, 
with the usual thirty days' notice in 
advance. 


ITie writer does not consider per- 


mission to extend the spur track on 
Fifth street as a franchise. 
1C it is, 


then the .railroads with spurs and 
sidetracks on Plaza street and Fourth 
street, if at any time, they desire to 
extend or add to them for the ac, 
commodation of shippers, would have 
to await the result of an election; and 
with the rapid growth of Reno, it fol-

new industries 


springing up on the line of the rail- 
roads, and very many spurs or side- 
tracks will be required, and all of 
them will either cross or encroach on 
the public highway.

franchise is the grant of an exclusive 
privilege for a limited or unlimited 
period of time with full protection 
from the grantor, that the grantee 
shall not be interfered with, unless 
requirements are not lived up to and 
the franchise is forfeited. 
The per- 


mission to extend the spur altmg Ala- 
meda avenue, and use it for a set 
purpose, only for five years, which 
means not more than, one week in 
each year, in other .words, five weeka 
in five years, does not carry with it 
any exclusive privilege for' even that 
short length o'f time. 
The 'N-C-O 


Railway is allowed to use that'street 
and any other steam railroad or .street 
car line can' get the -same permission 
on same street. 
Whether they will 


seek It or' not for the revenue to be 
derived for one week's travel every 
twelve months, is a question. No such 
permission is a franchise, more than 
would be permission to erect a Kiosk 
or a watering trough; both of these 
would be beneficial to the public, yet 
both would . encroach . on the public 
highway. 
The owner of the Kiosk 


would derive a revenue from the in- 
vestment, but others could claim the 
same privilege.
